CHEE-FOO, Aug. 3.—A desperate 
days’ assault on the inner defenses on the 
northern and eastern sides of Port Arthur 
has failed, according to a dispatch brought 
by two junks which arrived here today. A

of July 28, when the battle ceased.

On the morning of July 27 the Russian 
fleet steamed out, keeping under the pro- 
tection of the Golden Hill guns. The Rus- 
Sian vessels did not fire on the Japanese 
and soon returned to their anchorage.

Coroner Declares She Did Not Sarve | Young William Furlong Found Dying

Information received Wednesday from 
Lincoln, Neb., does not entirely clear the 
mystery surrounding the\death of Miss 
Sallie Butter, who was found dying Tues- 
day in her room at 8115 Washington ave- 
nue, and whose death was at first believed 
to have been due to starvation. 

Two sisters and an uncle of the dead girl 
live in Lincoln.

-He 
says he cannot understand the report that 
his niece starved to death, as she had am- 
ple means, or should have had, and friends 
in St. Louis who would have been giad to 
assist her had they known she was in 
need. 

She had been at the house about two 
months. She came from New York. Her 
relatives in Lincoln were expecting her to 
come on there. She said she was going to 
obtain employment. She made no attempt 
to do so. She stayed in her room all! the 
time and wept frequently. She did not 
take meals regularly anywhere and seems 
to have subsisted on insufficient food taken 
to her room. 

Mrs. Antoinette Brock, in whose house 
Miss Butter lived, says she never saw tne 
young woman eat anything, and her opin- 
ion, as expressed ‘tuesday, was that she 
starved herself to death on account of some 
sorrow. « 


The young woman was found dying by | 


Samuel Randall, who had frequently called 
on her. Miss Butter first said he was her 
uncle, but afterward said he was a friend 
she had known In New York. 

Coroner Funkhouser performed a 
mortem and decided that death was 
to heart disease. 

The young woman’s name was given as 
Botler by Mrs. Brock, by which name Mrs, 
Brock says she knew her.

tion with the business conducted by means 
of the Fads bridge heretofore referred to. 
The conduct of the Terminal Association 
is not in compliance with the spirit of sec- 
tion 11 of the act approved Feb. 3, 1887, 
heretofore set out, in this, to-wit: That the 
act prohibits the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. or its successors or assigns 
from agreeing or consenting to the con- 
solidation of the Merchants’ Bridge Co. or 
its successors or assigns from a reeing or 
consenting to the consolidation of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge with any other bridge across 
the Mississippi river, or to the pooling of 
the earnings of said bridge with the earn- 
a of any other bridge company on said 
river. 

‘The unalterable conclusion that must 
necessarily be drawn from the conduct of 
the companies operating these bridges is 
that the business transacted in connection 
with sald bridges {s so joined and consoli- 
dated as to be a violation of the spirit and 
meaning of the federal statute authorizing 
the construction and operation of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge. It is true this consolidation 
has not taken place by means of the or- 
ganization of an _ individual corporation 
owning in fee both bridges, but a more 
evasive and circuitous route has been pur? 
sued in order to accomplish the desired 
end, which doubtless would have b@en di- 
rectly brought about had it not Seen for 
the statutory inhibition. 


Bridge Earnings 
Virtually Pooled. 


“The spirit of section ll, above quoted, is 
to prohibit ownership, control or domina- 
tion over the Merchants’ bridge by an3 
other company owning or operating a 
bridge across the Mississippi river. By 
the puranase of a majority interest in the 
company owning a perpetual lease upon the 
Merchants’ bridge, the Terminal associa- 
tion has placed itself in a position to abso- 
lutely controi the business conducted by 
means of both the Eads-~-bridge and the 
Merchants’ bridgagm <And by this means tne 
earnings of the Werchante bride are prac- 
tically ,oled and consolidated with those 
of the Eads bridge, by the conduct ofr the 
Terminal association, which owns and con- 
trols a perpetual lease upon the Eads 
bridge. 

“Section Ll, above referred to, ecntains 
the further inhibition that: no person who 
is Or may be a director or manager of any 
other bridge over the Mississippi river 
shall be a director or manager of the 
Merchants’ Bridge. 
that the persunneli of the board of direc- 
tors vf the two companies or the com- 
panies controlling the two bridges may 
be sepurate and distinct, yet the interest 
to be served by them is the same, and 
to this extent, there is a virtual consoli- 
dation and pvoling of interests and earn- 
ings; in other words, the practical owner- 
ship of the perpetual lease upon the Mer- 
chants’ bridge by the Terminal Association 
works a pooling of the earnings of the two 
companies, in that its ultimate purpose is 
corporation and individuals. 

“It will further be observed that the 
statute in question inhibits the St. 
Merchants’ Bridge Co, or its successors or 
consolidation of that bridge with any 
otber bridge across the 
so that the conduct of the companies in 
question has been such that the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Co. has in reality con- 
sented to the agreement, which works a 


consolidation of the two bridges. Not only 
has the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Ce. 
consented to do this, but it assignee, 
Merchants’ company, has also consented 
thereto. And this agreement 
has become so far extended as to give the 
Terminal Association the right and au- 
thority to outline and formulate the busi- 
ness policy of both bridges. 


Monopolies Vs. 
Public Policy. 


“The act of Congress authorizing fhe 
construction of the Merchants’ bridge in its 
restrictive features closely follows the law 
of public policy adopted and pursued in 
this country, and is a practical confirma- 
tion of the various 
statutes, with reference to 


and business. 
in this country that it is not only ultra 
vires, but also contrary to public policy, 
for a corporation authorized to engage in a 
particular business and owning property 
necessary for that business, to purchase 
the property of all persons engaged in the 
same business, so as to establish a monop- 
oly. Distilling Co. vs. People, 156 Ill. 488; 
Inited States vs. Pipe Co., % Fed. 
241: United States vs. Transmissouri 
Freight Association, 156, U. S., 290; North- 
ern Securities Co. vs. United Stateg, not 
yet reported. | 
“ «The provisions of the statute fn ques- | 
tion, then, should be construed in the same ° 
light that statutes of a similar character 
are construed, their purpose being identi- 
cal. More particularly is this true when 
we take into consideration the reason ex- | 
pressed in the statute itself, which is. as | 
follows: “That whereas, a principal rea- | 
son for giving authority to build the bridge | 
herein contemplated is to secure reason- | 
able rates and tolls for corporations and ; 
individuals for passing over the same.’ 

‘The object sought bv Congress in e 
enactment of the inhibiting clase tin e 
act In question was to prevent, if possible, 
such a combination and consolidation In 
the operation of the Merchants’ bridge with 
that of any other bridge on the Mississippi 
river which would in any way affect an in- 
cumbrance of the rents and tolls for cor- 
porations and individuals transferring 
freight and passing over the Mississippi 
river at St. Louis. 

‘We are, therefore, by the terms of the 
etatute right face to face with thé single 
preposition that, if the company operating 
the Merchants’ bridge should operate the 
eame in the manner by the statute inhibit- 
ed, the bridge should become the property 
of the United States and be taken charge 
of by the secretary of war In the name and 
for the use of the United States. The only 
difference hetween the effect of the act tn 
question and the common law and other 
statutes upon the subject is that the act 
itself creates 2 more severe penalty for a 
violation of the well-known principle of 
law than does the ordinary statute with 
reference to contracts in’ conflict with the 
interstate commerce law and the general 


law of public policy. 


Method Adopted 

Is Immaterial. 

Concerning the commercial effect of the 
combine, tne attorney-general has this to 
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interstate commerce and is a subject mat- 
ter over which Congress is given power 
by the- federal constitution. Every con- 
} tract, agreement or pool, which, in effect, 
centralizes the business of competing oom- 
panies, myst necessarily be adjudged in re- 
straint of competition. The methed adopt- 
ed in bringing about the combination Is 
immaterial and the devices provided as a 
means of holding the stock or the cor- 
porate property for the purpose of circum- 


ployed.” 

The attorney-general, in concluding, lays 
particular stress on the contract or lease 
entered into between the Merchants’ Bridge 
Co. and the Euds Bridge Co., and says: 

‘It will be noticed that the 8t. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Co., after the execution 
of its lease to the Merchants’ company. 
whereby last named company was granted 
the ‘right to operate the bridge in perpe- 
tuity, has sat quietly by and with an ob- 
serving eye witnessed a rival company in 
its successful effort to obtain control of 
parent: The Merchants’ company, the les- 
see of the bridge, wel knowing the restric- 
tions contained in the statute, and being 
possessed of the right of perpetual use and 
operation of the bridge in the interest of 
und for the benefit of the public, has 
wrongfully permitted the Terminal Asso- 
ciation to come into possession of a ma- 
jority of its stock, and therefore, in a 
practical sense, merge, consolidate and pool 
the earnings of the bridges involved. 


Benefit to Public 
Is Annulled. 


“The effect of the conduct of the 
parties interested is such as virtually sets 
aside and brings to naught the benefits to 
be derived by the aeonte by reason of a 
reasonable freight and passenger charge 
and toll,across the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis and therefore brings to naught and 
renders violate those provisions of the fed- 
eral statute which were enacted for the 
sole and only purpose of safely securing to 
the people full and fair competition in such 
tvatve across the Mississippi river at that 
point. 

“The foregoing is, therefore, most re- 
spectfully submitted to you, with the 
full belief that in the exercise of your 
visitorial power, you will find the act 
of Congress authorizing the construction 
and maintenance of the Merchants’ 
bridge approved Feb. 3, 1887, to have 
been, and now to be, violated to the 
injury, injustice and great danger of 
the public and its general welfare.” 

Attorney-General Crow and his assistant, 
Sam B. Jeffries, took up the Termtnal case 
and pressed it to an issue before the Su- 
preme court, following the expose of the 
combine by the Pust-Dispatch. 

Mr. Crow is confident that the Terminal 
monopoly can and will be dissolved, a is 
sure the Federal government, if not the 
state cf Missouri, has the power to bring 
about this industrial victory for the people 
of St. Louls and the Southwest.

Lariat Brought 


Onto the Scene. 

Leaving iiaps' home the steer ran to 
First street and Collinsville avenue, @ feet 
away. Women-and children had congre- 
gated in the vicinity as the result of the 
attuck on Haps. The steer charged straight 


at the crowd. There was a wiid scattering. 
Patroimau ‘Thomas Morissey ran ‘out di- 
rectly in front of the animal, and by wav- 
ing his arms checked its advance. 

Harry Thomas, proprietor of a sales sta- 
ble at First street and St. Clair avenue, 
saddled his pony and hastily throwing a 
lariat ssouek waa horn of his saddle rode 
out to attempt the steer’s capture. 

Thomas hurled the lariat over its head 
at the first throw. Then, to the surprise 
of Thomas and the astonishment of the 
pony, the steer charged straight toward 
both. The pony jumped aside time and 
again while the tip of the steer’s horns 
grazed its flank and Thomas’ trousers. 

Thomas finally guided his mount so that 
he brought the steer near a telephone pole. 
Quickly unfastening the lariat he slipped 
one end around the pole, gave it a couple 
of turns and stopped to rest. 

The steer jerked angrily at the rone and 
then, with a quick tugy snapped it and 
started into the crowd. 

Thomas was again on his pony and with 
a fresh lariat, in pursuit. 

There was a two-minutes’ wild west per- 
formance and the steer was again roped. 
By this time the animal was tired out 
and was more easily dragged to a tele- 
phone pole, where it was securely tied. 

A half hour later when the crowd gad 
melted away and Patrolman Morrissey had 
recovered. his breath, stockyards emploves 
went to where the steer wag tied, unfas- 
tened the rope and led the animal quietly 
to a pen. 


India and Ceylon Tea. 


Although the tea plant grows wild in 
the forests of Indiag the cultivation and 
manufacture of tea in the British pos- 
sessions in the East is of recent date. 
Even in Great Britain, British grown teas 
have been used in appreciable quantities 
only within the last forty years. Previous 
to the year 1866. practically only China teas 
were known. 

In North America the use of British 
grown tea is of much more recent origin, 
and it was only as,-late as in the year 
1892 that they es to be fairly well 
known. That British grown teas have 
made remarkable headway in North 
America is shown by the following com- 
parison. Taking the first eleven vears of 
their introduction—starting from 1866~—into 
Great Britain ands comparing the figures 
with the first eleven years of their intro- 
duction (starting from 1892) into North 
America, we find that the years following 
upon their introduction, the consumption 
of the tea steadily increased in each 
country, and tin the eleVen years that lates 
elapsed since 1892 the increase in North 
America has been much more rapid than 
it was in Great Britain during an equally 
wg eriod of time, namely, from 1866 

77. In these eleven years, the increase 
in Great Britain was equal to about 506 
per cent, or, say, 5% pounds were drunk 
in 1877 where one had been drunk in 1866. 
In North America during the same length 
of time—only thirty years later—the in- 
crease {In 1892, eleven years after the com- 
mercial introduction of these teas, was 
equal to 98 per cent, or, say, 92-3 pounds 
were drunk in 1903 where but one was 
drunk in 1892. 
The comparison is more striking when it 
is known that Great Britain is a tea 
drinking country, consuming about seven 
times as much tea per capita as does 
America. 
To make the comparison better wunder- 
stood by the consumer, it is perhaps neces- 
sary to give the following figures: In 1866 
there were 4,584,000 pounds of British 
rown teas in Great Britain, while in 
877 the consumption had gone up to 27.- 
814,000 pounds. In North America {in 189? 
the consumption was 3,097,624 pounds, while 
in 1908 it had risen to 33,009.665 pounds. 
There are consumed in North America 
®bout 110,000.000 pounds of tea each vear, 
and it certainly speaks well for the qual- 
ity. flavor and economy of British grown 
teas that in the space of eleven years 
they should have displaced 23,000,000 pounds 
of other teas.

You may impress the 
average citizen with statistics about exports and imports of gold, because those figures 
are outside the range of his individual knowledge, but when you tell him that his 
income has gone up faster than his living expenses, he is more likely to feel affronted, 
because he knows It has not.

After the discussion carried on in my two 
previous articles touching the general sub- 
ject of anjmal life and instinct, we are 
prepared, I think, to ask with more con- 
fidence, What do animals know? 

The animals unite such ignorance with 
such apparent knowledge, such stupidity 
with such cleverness, that in our estimate 
of them we are apt to rate their wit 
either too high or too low. With them 
knowledge does not fade into ignorance as 
it does in man; the contrast is like that 
between night and day, with no twilight 
between. So keen one moment, so biind 
the next. 

Think of the ignorance of the horse after 
all his long association with man; of thé 
trifiing things along the street at which he 
will take fright, till he rushes off in a wild 
panic of fear, endangering his own neck 
and the neck of his driver.

If all the Fair visitors arrested by the 
Jefferson Guards were booked and the 
cases forwarded downtown for police court 
adjudication, the blotters of minor tribun- 
als would be filled to overflowing daily 
with seemingly frivolous charges More 
priscners are released by Capt. Young of 
the Fair police station every day than are 
held. Many of the charges preferred by 
the guards sre considered ridiculous, and 
the task of satisfying both the guard and 
his prisoner is sometimes rather difficult 
for the captain, who is obliged to act in all 
preliminary steps. 

The arrest yesterday of John Y. Mason, 
2224 Edwards strect, for, strolling through 
the Fine Arts building without his coat, re- 
lated exclusively in ‘Tuesday's Post-Dis- 
Patch, was one of the most amusing Iin- 
stances thus far noted. After the Expo- 
sition management had declined to prose- 
cute, Mason insisted that he be locked up, 
as he wanted to test the right of the Ex- 
position company, but Capt. Youngs and 
Lieut. Schoppe urged him to gg home and 
let the matter drop. 

Mason was the first person arrested for 
violating the coatless order, but the police 
say that they would be at a loss to know 
just what legal charge to make against a 
prisoner whom the Fair people should wish 
to prosecute. 

Visitors who persist in carrying lighted 
cigars in the exhibit buildings are being 
constantly apprehended by the guards. Men 
who do not care to throw away the better 
part of a good Havana become indignant 
when stopped by guards. There have been 
instances where guards were not satisfied 
after the light had been pinched out. The 
police have searched through the fire laws 
and are unable to find a section touching 
upon the point in question. Scores of cases 
of this character have been brought to the 
station, and in all instances the prisoners 
were released. 

Many arrests have been made for walking 
on the grass, but there have been no prose- 
cutions. There is a law which forbids per- 
sons from, destroying the property of an- 
other, but in order to make a conviction 
the act must be of a malicious nature.

The performer, who was known as ‘‘Mon- 
sieur Leon,’’ but whose name is W. H. 
Green, is now at the City Hospital with a 
fractured skull, and it is feared he may 
not recover. : 

Green's act was one of the most thrill- 
ing on the program. He possesses an ufi- 
usually heavy growth of hair, reaching to 
his shoulders, and after climbing to the 
top of the pole, 40 feet from the ground, 
would wrap his hair about the slender 
wire and then spring from the pole;slide, 
hanging by his hair, to the ground. The 
distance traveled alone the wire was about 
100 feet, and Green had so practised the act 
that he couid alight safely on hisfee t 
when the ground was reached, though he 
was traveling at great speed. 

The arena was crowded Tuesday after- 
noon when Green prepared for his act. 
A large part of the crowd was children. 
who waited eagerly for Green's appear- 
ance. 

Green entered the arena wearing his 
fay ring costume, climbed lightly to the 
top of the pole, wrapped his hair about 
the wire, and after steadying himself a 
moment, leaped into space. 

He slid down the wire at terrific speed 
and the chiidren held their breaths until 
he should.alight. Wher he was 10 feet from 
@e ground and about 15 feet from the end 
of his shde there was a sharp snap, the 
wire parted and Green fell headlong strik- 
ing the ground. 

Women and children screamed. Attend- 
ants quickly carried Green from the arena 
and lie was removed to Emergency Hos- 
pital. Later he was taken to the City Hos- 
pital without having regained conscious- 
ness. 

Green was a resident of Buenos Ayres. 
Argentine Republic, and came to St. Louis 
about two months ago. He lived at 3918 
Morgan strect.
